M. Louis Grandeau has just finished a 
Bed succinct and instructive account of dairy 
farming in Switzerland. After giving in 
teresting statistics of the amount of m ils 
produced in Switzerland he goes on and 
relates how the great Auglo-Swis Con 
dense milk factory was started at Cham 
b y .the Page b rothers, Palmy ra b oy s, and 
others. 
The writer goes on to describ e 
and the operations of the Condensed Milk 
compsny , which with its capital of four 
hundred thousand pounds sterling, has 
seven factories, of which three (Cham, 
Guin and Reichenb acht) are in Switzer­ 
land. 
This industry had its origin, so far as 
Switzerland was concerned, at Cham, 
when, in 1860, Charles Page, a y oung 
man well knowa in Dixon, the United 
States oonsul at Zurich determined to try 
an experiment which had b een conduct­ 
ed successfully upon a large scale in his 
country . 
He b ad great difficulty in get 
ting any one to b elieve in the possib ility 
of success, and for the first y ear or two 
his factory did not condense the milk of 
more than three hundred cows, or make 
more than one hundred and fifty thous­ 
and pound-tins of condensed milk. At 
the present time the Cham factory re­ 
ceives the m!lk of eight thousand cows, 
and turns out more than fifteen million 
tins of milk a y esr 
The milk is b rought to tlie factory on 
large trolley s, each holding caus; the 
company itself fetching the milk from the 
various farms, and giving a uniform price 
of five and ouc-half pence per gallon for 
it- 
Lpon arriving at the factory the 
milk is passed into a large reservoir 
through a net which acts as a strainer. 
Ib is reservoir also serves as one of the 
scales of a machine which weighs the 
milk. After the milk has b een weighed, 
a plug is withdrawn from the b ottom of 
the reservoir, and the milk runs out into- 
large b oilers of copper, where it is mixed 
with sugar of the same weight as itself. 
When the sugar is dissolved the liq uid 
mixture runs iato vacuum b oilers, where 
it undergoes, at a very high temperature, 
the orocess of rondewatfcm 
in th* 
course of three hours it is reduced to 
ab out a third of its original volume b y 
the elimination of water, while the essen 
tial elements of the milk, such as fat and 
caseine, are in no way affected. 
From 
the condensing-b oilers, the liq uid mixture 
which has ab out the same consistency as 
a fluid sirup, is passed into large cy lin 
ders which are constantly b eing immersed 
in cold water, where it rapidly cools. 
The condesed milk, when col*J, is raised 
b y machinery into the workshops, where 
it is put into metal tins, which are im 
mediately sealed hermetically , are then 
ready for sale. 
All the cans used for 
b ringing in the milk are first washed out 
with water, then scrub b ed inside, and 
finally steamed, b efore going b ack to the 
dairy . 
The treatment of this large q uantity of 
milk and the fab rication and filling of 
some fifty thousand tins per diem would 
b e impossib le unless the greater part of 
the work was done b y machinery ; and, 
from the cutting out of the sheet* of mcfal 
which are used for making the tins so the 
fastening down of the wooden cases in 
which the milk is sent all over the world, 
all is done b y machinery , a single work­ 
man k*ing ab le to solder four hundred 
tins an hour, thanks to the excellence 
of the machines b e manages.

Classification o f W a r Ships ht th e British 
Navy—A N oticeab le Fact. 
In addition to a formidable list of gu n 
boats, u narmorwl cru isers torpedo cru isers, 
rn I torpedo boats, the English admiralty 
hr. in hand two classes of iron du ds that 
i^py fairly rank as first rate. 
The first of 
there—which might be called the “ Ad­ 
miral” class, each ship being named after 
some famou s British admiral—consists of 
what are termed “ barbette shijis,” from 
the fashion in which their gu ns are mou nted. 
These are: Tho Anson, Benbow, Camper- 
down, Colling wood, llowe and Rodney. 
Tho Iniperieu se nnd Warspito are also ships 
of tho same type, bu t somewhat smaller 
than the “ Admiral” class, thou gh in pro­ 
portionate horse power they are even more 
formidable. 
The six “ Admiral” ships have 
a tonnago ranging from 0,150 in tho Col- 
lingwood to 10,000 in the Anson, Benbow, 
and Camperdown; and 
a horse power rang- 
i lg from 7,500 in the throe last named ves­ 
sels to 11,160 in the Kodney. 
Each of 
these ships will bo mou nted with either ten 
or twelve gu ns and in 
e v e ry 
case at least 
two of these gnns will be of the 110-ton pat­ 
tern. 
The « Bonbow recently mode her trial 
trip, and steamed 70 knots in fou r hou rs— 
an average of 17,^ knots an hou r, 
a speed 
exceeded by very few war ships afloat, even 
cou nting cru isers socially bu ilt for speed. 
And swift as the Benbow has shown herself 
to be, the Collingwood, Howe, Rodney, 
Wnrspitc, and 
Imperiou s« will be far 
swifter. 
The seco nd ckus o f first rate iron dads 
co nsist ? o f turret ships. 
Hitherto English 
tu rret ships hav e been rather slo w. Tho In­ 
flex ible cAm scarcely make fo urteen knots an 
ho ur, and the Dev astatio n is still slo wer. 
But by v astly increasing the pro po rtio n o f 
ho rse po wer as co mpared with to nnago the 
admiralty has go t o v er this difficulty . While 
the Dev astatio n, with a to nnago o f 6 ,8 30, 
has o nly 6 ,6 5 0 ho rse po wer, the Reno wn 
and Bans Pareil, no w being co nstructed, 
hav e a ho rse po wer o f no t less than 12,000, 
against a to nnage o f 10,4 00. 
These two 
ships are to be mo unted with fifteen guns 
each, tho se In the turrets being, o f co urse, 
o f the largest ty po . 
There is also ano ther 
turret ship, smaller than these, but surely 
a fo rmidable v essel, the Edinburgh, 9,15 0 
to ns, 7,520 ho rse po wer, nine guns. 
No thing is so no ticeable in recent Eng- 
glish war ships as the great pro po rtio nate 
inereaso o f ho rse po wer to to nnage, sho w­ 
ing the impo rtance attached to speed. 
Fo r 
tho broadside ships Aginco urtand Minotau r 
the proportion of horse power to tonnage 
was as six to ten; for tho Renown and Bans 
Pareil tho proportion is, rou ghly, as twelve 
to ten. 
Bu t this increase of horn? jxiwer 
over tonnage is 
mo st conspicu ou s of all in 
the torpedo ram Polyphemu s, which, with a 
tonnage of 2,040, lias a horse |x>wer of 5,520. 
These, then, are wliat they call, first rate 
iron elads in Eu rope. 
Ships like these cost 
immense su ms of money; bu t there are not 
a few men in England who wou ld gladly 
pay five shillings in tho pou nd income tax if 
by so doing they cou ld secu re to their fleet 
u nqu estionable su premacy.—New Orleans 
Ti mes- Dernocra t.

A writer in Tho Midland Indu strial Gazette 
argues that tho absence o f flies does no t ex ­ 
actly presage an epidemic—that is, the flic« 
are no t killed by the po iso n in the air, as 
has so metimes been believ ed; o n acco unt o f 
the co incidence between disease and a small 
fly cro p in so me seaso ns—but their absence 
is in itself a cause o f sickness and epidemics. 
The fly , acco rding to this theo ry , is a v ul­ 
ture, a buzzard o n a small scale—the mo st 
impo rtant because the mo st numero us and 
pest breeding material—and gets in fo ul and 
decay ing matter that can be reached by no 
o ther insect o r animal and destro y s it; the 
quantity o f this pestilential matter thus re­ 
mo v ed canno t bo estimated, because the fly 
is alway s getting away with it in summer, 
whilo in winter tho co ld prev ents its ev il in­ 
fluence fro m being felt. 
The co nclusio n is, 
therefo re, that when there are to o few flies 
to tho ro ughly co nsume all the fo rms o f the 
dead and decay ing substance that fills the 
earth, the surplus po llutes the air, tho so il 
and water, creating disease.—Bo sto n Tran­ 
script.

Many q uaint stories are related of the 
peculiar mistak<*s made l» y printers in set­ 
ting type. 
“ The intelligent compositor” 
has become an ex pression of satirical re­ 
proach in newspajHT offices, and blunders 
ore naturally shouldered ui>on him, no mat­ 
ter by whom made. 
It is not alone in the 
composing room that ridiculous errors occu r. 
The telegraph office is one of tho most fruit­ 
ful fields for what are termed “ bulls” in 
telegraphers* nomenclature, that is, errors 
made in transmitting messages, whereby 
they are rendered meaningless, or, as some­ 
times occurs, serious subjects are trans­ 
fo rmed into jokes. 
There are v ery go o d reaso ns, no do ubt, 
fo r so me o f the mistakes reco rded against 
telegraph o perato rs. 
There are no ex cuses, 
no go o d reaso ns, fo r o thers. 
Ho me are the 
result o f sheer stupidity , igno rant o perato rs 
being set to do wo rk requiring no t alo ne 
skill in manipulating a key , but intelligence 
behind all. 
No do ubt i>o o r penmanship is 
respo nsible fo r the erro rs o f the telegraph 
o s it is fo r the blunders o f the co mpo sing 
ro o m. 
The o perato r who reads “ ho arse’* 
fo r ho rse may hav e had his 
copy written by 
the same edito r who dashed o ff a crticism 
o n “ Giro flo Giro fla,” and who was dumb­ 
fo unded to find that tho co mpo sito r bud 
made it ‘Sniffle Bno ffle.” 
Yet it do es no t 
alway s fo llo w that this is the ease, fo r a 
telegram has been kno wn to l>o transmitted 
“ Yes” when the co py made it “ No ,” with 
co pper plate o r jio ster ty po distinctness. 
WEAK ELECTRICAL CIRCUITS. 
Lo ng and weak circuits (el» x *trieal) are 
also indirectly respo nsible fo r mistakes, 
ev en tho ugh co mpetent and careful o jx 'r- 
ato rs may preside at bo th ends o f the line. 
Letters co mpo sed entirely o f do ts are o ften 
metamo rpho sed, an o being 
received as an 
i, fo r instance, the seco nd do t o f which the 
e is co mpo sed beco ming attached to the fo l­ 
lo wing letter and co mpletely chaifging the 
o rtho graphy ; o r an s may turn o ut an 
o 
and i co mbined, the do ts beco ming separated 
thro ugh faulty wo rking o f the electric cur­ 
rent, thus “ falling o ut,” as the telegrapher 
ex plains, o r elsa runnng to gether. 
Either 
cause will alter letters, and unless the receiv ­ 
ing o perato r is ex ceptio nally careful and 
quick to guess the meaning o f “ bulled” 
wo rds he may perjietrate erro rs which will 
co st him salary as well as reputatio n. 
As has been mentio ned abo v e, lo ng cir­ 
cuits and weak electrical currents frequently 
play the mischief with do ts and clashes. 
They “ fall o ut,” as the o perato rs say , v an­ 
ish o r co mmingle, until, o ftentimes, two 
o r mo re letters are blended o r, as with sho rt 
letters, fail entirely to go thro ugh. 
This 
might acco unt fo r transfo rming “ baseball” 
into “ baz bam gag,” where s and e and 11 
are liable to be misundersto o d fo r 
z and m. 
Ano ther, with which many ex pert o per­ 
ato rs are familiar, is tho o ld time “ Co g ho g. 
Jags is no t 1 0 0 ,” when it was intended that 
the recipient sho uld understand he was to 
“ Co me ho me. 
James is no t well.” 
Here 
the receiv ing o perato r po bably has co m­ 
mitted tho o ld erro r o f reading (by so und) g 
fo r me, the signs fo r which are quite simi­ 
lar, while “ wdll,” if no t carefully read (by 
so und), is liable to be transfo rmed into 
“ 1 0 0 .” 
Of co urse, no careful o perato r 
wo uld permit such a perv ersio n o f wo rds to 
leav e his hands; still such messages hav e 
lieen sent o ut, no do ubt to the great bewil­ 
derment o f tho se fo r who m they were in­ 
tended. 
“ When the swamo ws ho gward fly ” was 
what a careless “ plug” o perato r made o f 
the familiar quo tatio n which came to him 
o ne night in a special telegram to a New 
Yo rk paper. 
If he read the paper nex t 
day , he was no do ubt surprised to disco v er 
that it had been turned by the careful tele­ 
graph edito r into “ When the Swallo w's 
Ho meward Fly .” 
It must hav e been tho 
same telegrapher who made Jo hn Ho ward 
Pay ne’s beautiful lines read, “ Ho g, swo t 
Ho g, there’s no place like ho g.” 
It wo uld appear to be impo ssible to turn 
a message reading simply “ No ” into “ Yes,” 
y et instances o f this kind are by no means 
rare. 
They are the result, no do ubt, o f ab> 
sent mindedness, the sending o perato r, per­ 
haps, being engaged in an interesting co n­ 
v ersatio n with so ma asso ciate in his o ffice, 
as no t infrequently happens, as he ticks o ff 
the letters which entirely change the mean­ 


ing of some very important business mes­ 
sage. 
Another ex ample of carelessness was 
in a message sent from San Francisco to a 
lady in New York by her husband, who in 
endeavoring to udvix o her laconically and 
cheaply on to what she should do aix ml 
joining him, wrote in the blank, “ Do noth­ 
ing about furniture.” 
This was turned 
into “ Do nothing without furniture,” and 
tho result was tho recipient, satisfied she 
wax to take furniture with her, invested 
$ 1,000 in household goods, to discover later 
on that they were not wanted. 
As a conso 
q uenco a suit was brought against tho com­ 
pany. 
BLUNDERS OF BAD WRITING. 
Blind writing is rjr.poniblo for many of 
the blunders made in bonding messages, as, 
for instance, “ Mother is very well,” when 
in 
reality 
“ mother” 
was “ very ill.” 
“ Mother died to-day” w*ent through from 
a 
southern office and was received at New 
York “ Weather bad to-day.” 
There may 
bo some ex cuse for confounding weather 
and mother from similarity of tho Morse 
sounds mo and wca, but no ex planation of 
this kind would account for misreading 
“ bad” for “ died.” 
“ Bond check this afternoon,” has been 
made to read “ Bend chase this afternoon, ” 
“ Your bacon” has become “ Your banker” 
and “ Salmon received” has been metamor­ 
phosed into “ Balloon received.” 
“ Bend no 
moro” was wired by a commission mer­ 
chant to a party from whom ho was receiv­ 
ing large q uantities of produce for sale, ami 
it put the recipient to much Inconvenience 
and eventually subjected him 
to considerable 
loss, for the message a* he received it read, 
“ Bend on more,” and he ex erted himself 
accordingly to meet the demand. 
When 
The Mikado” was produced for 
tho first time in New York a critic for­ 
warded an account of the jierformanee to 
his paper in the west. 
Tho report was to 
lie “dropped” to a newspaper in Detroit. 
In giving the cast the character of Ko-Ko 
occurred, ami tho New York operator ticked 
off tho letters, fir.it inserting q uotation 
points ami ending with the same. 
It hap­ 
pens that the telegraphic code sign for a 
colon is k o, and the Detroit operator, who 
luiri probably never board of ‘‘Tho Mikado” 
and was ignorant of tho ex istence of such 
a personage as tho Lord High Ex ecutioner, 
very carefully Jotted down 
and fol­ 
lowed it with the actor’s name. 
It passed 
the editors, printers and jx roof renders, and 
was pubfi.shed as the telegraph operator hiul 
interprete i the word. 
The most ancient “ bull,” probably, is 
the, to operators, familiar “ & <j,” which is 
freq uently made to do service for “ Esq ,,” 
particularly in press messages. 
Then came 
iho wall known and oft mentioned “ Os- 
wegony,” for “ Uswego, N. Y 
. “ 30—3 0 ” 
for “ velvet;” “ Anklin Penn.,” (Franklin, 
Penn.;) “ TO Wmikoe,” (Milwaukee;) “ Car­ 
eno, via N. Y .,” (Cazcnovia;) “ 58 Avenue 
hotel,” (Fifth Avenue hotel.) **Droinl» er, 
(December,) and the freq uently encountered 
“ Ileal 
Take, Agents,” for real estala 
agents.—New York Times. 
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It is two y ears sine© Barn urn's sho w was 
in Ht. Lo uis, and it wall bo remembo red that 
o no o f its features was the so -called ethno lo g­ 
ical co ngress, co nsisting o f representativ es o f 
eight races fo und in tho Orient, certain 
islands o f tho Pacific o cean and Australia. 
Few who saw them sto pped to co nsider the 
difficulty in o btaining the co nsent o f these 
peo ple to leav e their nativ e ho mes. 
Yet o ne 
man spent mo re than two y ears seeking after 
them. 
This was Tho mas H. Dav is, w’ho 
was sent to the far east by Barnum in 1882 
to co llect representativ es o f v ario us peculiar 
peo ple fo r his circus. 
Dav is ex ecuted his 
co mmissio n in two y ears, returning to Ainer 
ica in 1884 with thirty -two peo ple. 
Two o f 
tho se who m Dav is bro ught to America died, 
and the o thers returned to their nativ e laml. 
It pro v ed to o co ld fo r them; they lo st inter­ 
est in the co untry after a few mo nths and 
lo nged to see their ro Utiv es. To tho students 
o f the human race the mo st interesting speci­ 
mens In the co llectio n were the To das and 
Afghans, tho first that had ev er been induced 
to leav e their co untry . 
The fo rmer ia a 
strange race, o r rather remnant, aud hav e 
o nly been kno wn to Euro peans within tho 
last twenty y ears. 
“ These To das,” said Mr, Dav is, “ liv e in 
the Neilgherry mo untains in India, and are 
no t mo re than 3 50 in number. 
They are 
ex tremo ly ex clusiv e, and as they keo p high 
up in the mo untains little o f tho ir histo ry o r 
characteristics ia kno wn. 
Fro m what I 
learned they liv e in small huts, no t mo re 
than fiv e feet high, and feed upo n milk, re­ 
fusing meat o r any thing with life. 
Their 
religio n is different fro m any thing in India, 
and no o ne seems to kno w what o r ho w the 
wo rshiped. 
They hav e priests who keep 
away fro m public no tice, liv ing alway s in 
huts, fed by the peo ple. 
It is kno wn that 
they are po ly andro us, and I saw o no wo man 
who was said to hav e sev en husbands. 
My 
interpreter ex plained tho marriage custo m. 
When a girl reached a marriageable age her 
father so ld her. 
The price is paid in buf­ 
falo es, o f which they hav e large herds. 
After this marriage when tho wife desires 
she cho o ses ano ther husband, who buy s into 
partnership, so to speak, by pay ing buffalo es 
to the first husband, who div ides with the 
father. 
I had a hard time getting these 
peo ple to leav e their mo untain, o nly by 
tempting their av arice did I succeed in get­ 
ting two men to go with me. I was particu­ 
larly anx io us to get them o n acco unt o f their 
to tal difference fro m any race I had seen in 
India. 
They were whiter than the o thers 
and had a decidedly Hebrew cast o f co unte­ 
nance. 
Their ruling passio n was av arice, 
and they used their sharp intellects to acquire 
ev ery thing po ssible. 
One o f them carried 
this to a humo ro us ex tent 
In co ming o v er 
o n shipbo ard he learned sev eral English 
wo rds, and used them to beg articles. 
I was 
the o nly o ne he respected, and he underto o k 
to supply me with cigars. 
When we reached 
New Yo rk abo ut 80 0 pro minent men were 
inv ited to hav e a priv ate v iew o f the tribes. 
Well, sir, that To da bo ned ev ery last v isito r 
fo r so me article. 
If he did no t get what he 
po inted to he wo uld end with: 
“ TsiaarF” meaning a cigar. 
He esked 
Henry Ward Beecher, as well as the o thers, • 


and after the show was over presented nv 
with fifteen cigars. 
After that he learned 
to discriminate between good and bad dgars, 
and only asked well dressed viators for them. 
When he left the country he had a trunk 
full of articles which ho bad collected. 
His 
favorite q uestion was ‘Intwallon?' meaning 
‘ W hat’s tho price?’ 
His companion died in 
Providence, It. I., of a lung trouble. 
“ Afghans aro notoriously lovers of (h i 
country, and I gave up tho attempt to j. . 
any of them. 
I went to Cabul to bunt for a 
Mongolian dwarf who was said to l>o there, 
and mentioned the object of ray visit to the 
British minister, wfcone power in Afghanistan 
is almost absolute. 
lie mentioned to me 
that two Afghans were chained in a dungeon 
awaiting death for having made an attempt 
from political motives on the life of a high 
official, and suggested that if I would take 
them out of tho country and never bring 
them I>ack he would have them placed in my 
custody. 
That is how I came to have 
Afghans in tho collection. 
They were skill­ 
ful swordsman and gave spectators cold 
chills when they got warmed to their work. 
‘ Most of the other people were Hindoos, 
Burmese and Parsers. They were a common 
lot, spent their money on opium, candy and 
such things as circus lifo affor» ls. 
I visited 
many tribes, and often failed to get repre­ 
sentatives, owing to their unwillingness to 
leave. 
India is full of remnants of strange 
races, that stick to their native soil un- 
tempted by promises, money or pictures of 
other lands. 
I went into the Himalaya 
mountains, but was stopped in the con find 
of Thibet. 
I also hoard of a strange race of 
whito men said to live north of Afghanistan 
who were described as being of large frame, 
white faces, blue eyes and blonde hair. 
There were traditions about them, hut 1 
could not locate them pm isely. 
I went to 
Siam and China, but took none of the natives 
of tho towns, and I feared to pierce the in 
terior owing to the danger. 
“ I paid u visit to th© island of Ceylon, 
whero I had heard of tho Veddas. These ore 
the native wild men, and so scarce and hard 
to find that many of tho inhabitants of the 
island had never seen them. 
I finally hired 
a man to kidnap a Vedda. 
in this way I 
got two of them, ami th<y would have 
proved great curoaities ha 1 they been 
brought to America. 
I wui forces I to turn 
them loose after five days, 1*cause they re­ 
fuse*] to eat, drink, inovo or speak; simply 
glared at their keepers. 
I brought over nn 
inhabitant of on*4 of fho Andaman islands, 
ia tho liay of Bengi K a vteiouH, wild fellow 
wno grew rather q uiet ur. 1 docile before v > 
reached America. 
“ You remember there wco three Nautcli 
girls in tho collection. 
I had a great » leal of 
trouble in securing them, Ix vausc this elnst, 
of females made a living for their parents ul 
home, and although desirous of going with 
me, were compelled to remain. 
Otherwise 
I could have had them easily, for *llesh is 
fearfully marketable and cheap in India. 
I freq uently had offers from mothers to fell ■ 
me daughters, and one old woman insisted 
upon selling mo a very beautiful girl about 
4 yearn of age for 500 rupees, saying Ihut at 
least the child would lie a pretty plaything. 
Whenever I heard of Nauteh girls I went in 
q uest of them, but I usually found them ugly 
and unskillful. 
I grew so tired of seeing a 
Nauteh (» lance) that I at last looked upon it 
as a bore. It is generally tho rec*ital of sorne 
harrowing love tale, where the girls walk 
through their pints to tho furious and pain­ 
ful acconq uminient of tomtoms. 
At last I 
found just what I wanted at the city of Tan- 
joro—four very handsome girls who could 
dance and pose gracefully. 
They were 
dancing before the Mohammedan princess 
who ruled the place, and through the cour­ 
tesy of tho resident foreigners I was allow'ed 
to witness the performance on Nov. 14, the 
Mohammedan New Year. 
One of the girls, 
who has danced before th© Prince of Wales, 
was covered with jewelry from head to foot, 


and was the finest specimen of womankind * 
saw in India. 
These girls wanted to go with 
me, but their relatives would not allow 
them. 
After another long search I fo,,ud 
three girls at Hyderabad, whom I obtained. 
“ I did not go in any part of India where I 
did not fin» l missionaries, and I kept clear of 
them, because 1 found they had no influence, 
outsido of tho French missionaries, who as­ 
sume the costumes an» l lifo of tho natives. 
1 
did not find a successful missionary in the 
interior. 
Few of tho natives knew of any 
part of tho world beyond Calcutta. 
1 found 
tho tracks of several Americans, and nt 
Mysore tho maharajah welcomed mo with 
open arms, because he had been visited by 
Blondin, tho tightrope walker, fifteen years 
before, who hod said ho was an American. 
He had so pleased tho maharajah that he ex ­ 
pected to see me do somethinf wonderful 
because I was an American. 
I pleased him 
by giving him several of our colored litho­ 
graphs, which he thought were oil paintings, 
and lmd frame» !. 
“ I might add that the tribes hated <‘ach 
other cordially, and es long as they were 
thrown together did not establish social rela­ 
tions. Several of them made each other's ac­ 
q uaintance, but tho majority of the tribes 
held no communication and despised one 
another, chiefly on account of religious 
prejudices, because not two of the t rib *>; were 
of the same religen.” —St. Louis (Ilobe- 
Demoerat.

There are some twenty Pacific 
railways in the country, some of which do 
not ex tend more than a hundred milt's from 
the starting point. 
What is called a tram ­ 
way in England in America is a railroad. 
The Americans are never so directly 
brutal as the English in their nomenclature. 
Nowhere in the United States have I seen 
the sign: “ Persons allowed to be drunk on 
the premises,” so common in English bar 
rooms. 
It is not th* MpUfl» of th© Ameri­ 
cans that a ro8?of another name would smell 
as sweet, as is instanced by the remarkable 
euphemism by which a groggery is called a 
sample room—a stroke of genius in my opin­ 
ion. Although an Englishman, I have noth­ 
ing to say in defense of the too general rude 
coarseness of tho English in word and deed; 
but surely there is some middle ground be­ 
tween this and the crude pretentiousness of j 
the American nomenclature.—Englishman 
in Globe-Democrat.

The Colt's self cocking double action fris- 
tols are too well known to nee» l any d<*s»4i lo­ 
tion, and perhaps the same may I*« said <’f 
the new lightning magazine rifle, which 
works on the pump principle similar to the 
Sjtoncor gun. ainl which are call» *» ! in sports­ 
man's parlance, “ stomach pumps. 
Fifteen 
shells can Ik* plac» *d in the magazine and fir<*d 
ver> rapidly, while the perfect mechanism of 
the rifle prevents clogging and insures jx *r- 
fect safety. 
The reputation of the Colt's 
shot gun is too well establish» *» ! to n«?e»l any 
recommendation. 
The new hammerhss 
double barreled gun is now in geat demand, 
especially among sportsmen wh» > enjoy trap 
shooting, and the lK*st scores made nt flics » 
matches are won with the Colt gun. 
While 
we point with pride to our superiority over 
other counti ie.s in our'mechanical and manu­ 
facturing establishments, it is somewhat 
humiliating to 
I k * told that the barrels for all 
these guns ure imported in a rough state, ami 
that none «»f them arc made in this country. 
These barrels come singly, and tin* soldering 
and fitting up is done here, so that all guns 
are ranged to shoot alike. 


TDK “ CHORE LORE.” 
A great improvement over the old fash­ 
ion*?»! *hot gun- ami < s|>»*»‘ially is this so (or 
olav pigeon shooting—is the choke bore. This

Perhaps an ex planation would make tins 
more intelligible to 11,»* majority of your 
readers, and mi ana simply that the gun as 
te.-t»*»! at the armory will at a distance of 
forty yards in a charge <»f one awl one eighth 
ounces No. 8 shot s< nd 300 shot within tho 
radius of a thirty inch circle. 
One of these guns was recently ordered, to 
weigh twelve j oumlf, find it will stand a 
» ■barge of five drams of powder and two 
ounces of shot— a miniature cannon, which 
ought to give the owner a decided ad vantage 
in trap shooting over one with a light gun, 
using only the regulation charge of three 
drams of powder and one and one eighth 
ounces of shot. 
The Gatling gun is constantly being iin- 
proved, and through the kindness of one of 
the firm we vv»*re shown the latest improve­ 
ments. 
Borne sizes of the guns have two 
f<**<ls, ami are so constructed that one hun­ 
dred shots can bo fired in two and one half 
seconds. One can scarcely believe this unless 
he has seen it, as it seems impossible that 1 he 
cartridges can lie place» ! in the gun, fired 
and ex tracted so rapidly. 
A new feed has 
been invented, by which the loading canister 
can bo dispensed with ainl the cartridges slid 
from the box into two slots, which hold 
them by the rim till they fall into the grips, 
whmh carry them into the chamber. 


THORNE TYPESETTER. 
The Thorne typesetter is to one inti rested 
in new machinery the most attractive aud 
peculiar machine now made in the shop. 
And by the courtesy of Mr. Joseph Thorne, 
the inventor, we were shown its entire 
peculiar workings. 
This machine has been 
recently described, but many improvements 
have been added, an» l the working of the 
machine is now said to be q uite perfect. The 
size of the cylinder has been increased, and 
eighty-two lettera, figures and characters 
use» I by the printer » *an Ix * placed in one 
machine. 
The inventor claims that with 
t wo men and a boy to feed in the type t he 
work eq uals that accomplished by six men in 
the old way; or that by this machine TOO 
crus can be set up in eight minutes. 
All the tyjR* used in Gen. Logan’s book 
was sot up with one of these machines. 
They cost $ 2,000, the index ing and fitting in 
of the guides for the nicked combination on 
the type req uiring a large amount of skilled 
and ex act labor. To operate the machine re­ 
q uirt's only the same skill and practice needed 
to successfully run a typewriter.—Cor. 
Hartford Times.
